who sh ill be selected for sup erior intelli­ 
gence as to the industrial and laboring in- 
toiests of the country. 
Section 2 p rovides that this commission 
shall investigate all controversies between 
emp loyer and emp loyed “whether they be 
corp or.ations or associations, or p rivate in­ 
dividuals, and w’hother engaged in trasi>or- 
tation, m anufacturing, mii^^g, or other in­ 
dustrial interests of the United States so far 
as they relate to such controversies between 
rival and comp eting comp anies, or between 
transp ortation, m anufacturing and mining 
ceni|>unies and their emp loyes,’’ 
Foction 3 reiiuires the 
commissiou to 
make a final rep ort to congress iiot later 
than the first Monday in next Decemlier, 
which rep ort shall p resent the testimony and 
conclusions derived therefrom and suggest 
w hat measures within the constitutional 
authority of (’ongress are best adap ted to 
the p revention of labor troubles.

This gate is merely a bridge over the green 
and stagnant m oat or ditch which almost en­ 
tirely surrounds the city, mid serves, or once 
-erred, as a wall. 
Y et there is still the sem­ 
blance of a gate on this south side toward the 
flower gardens and Popocatepetl, and high 
marble and lava columns lift up on either 
•ide of the little bridge over the green and 
• tagnaut cane and willow-lined moat. 
On a 
marble tablet you read the date 17GM a Is«» a 
* long Spanish inscription which tells you that 
this is the south gate of the City of Mexico. 
Passing over this little bridge to the south, 
with its aneient date and its famec. bpaninh 
msenptions informing us t e it is n gate, we 
M;.un « am** to the great canal with its thous- 
,xnd little I » oats. ‘ 
A UOATRIDS O N THE*CANAL. 
To begin with, the boats are ugly and cum­ 
bersome. 
Now and then a little canoe with a 
single Indian standing erect, with one foot in 
the bottom and one on the edge, ■would dart 
past us as we slowly worked 011 up the slugg i-h 
dark canal, but as a rule the l>oats ari> heavy 
and slow. 
They are from ten to twenty-five 
feet in length 
and five and siy feet wide. 
There is a low*, coarse m atting to keep oiT sun 
or rain throw n 
ov er some willow loops bent 
over the middle of the boat; and some of the 
boats have banners 
and gay awnings, but as 
a rule the whole affair on the canal of flowers 
is a somber affair from beginning to end. The 
canal is older than history, I should say. The 
banks are lined with trees. 
Under these trees 
are stone seats, set all along by the wide 
promenade. 
Here are m any men going up 
and down 011 
horseback; but very lew car­ 
nages come this way. 
Thousands of people 
go to and fro with heavy loads. 
Boat-loads of flowers? Nothing of the sort 
for miles. 
Y et I ought to explain that the 
flowers, as a rule, arrive very early, with 
the daw'n almost, so as to l>e under tho 
glass house near the cathedral for early m ar­ 
ket. 
! 
All along the willow and shaded banks of j 
the broad, deep canal of many leagues in 
1 
length, wo saw the ever-present and stooping j 
washerwoman. 
Flpd a pool of w ater any ­ 
where you please in Mexico any time, you 
will find from one to tw enty patient, silent, 
modest, and industrious women bending to 
their work, their brown babies, in all sorts of 
picturesque colors, tum bling on the grass in 
groups or sleeping in the shadow close at 
hand. 
The first boat coming from tin* mysterious 
floating flower land which we 
was laden with Indian corn: the second was 
loaded with fine wool for a woolen f:.**tory, 


w h i c h an English company had established 


011 the banks of the flower canal. 
Then we 
met a lot of loud Americans, 011 their return 
from a flow'er excursion, a short distance up 
the canal: then some Mexican officers, with 
their wives and children; but never a boat­ 
load of flowers for miles. 
Another hour and wre were in a wide* lake. 
All about us to right and left and far away 
was one unbroken line of gardens rising from 
the water. But these little gardens, only six 
or ten or twenty inches abov e the water, are 
not floating garden* at all. The boat* mov e 
v ery slowly and cautiously about among 
these gardens so as to not make # ripple in the 


glory of color 
Buchan* the “floating fiowt-r garden-s" as 1 
found them here after two days search with 
much persistence, only a few leagues from 
the ( ’itv oi Mexico. 
\ n d l venture to say that no other Ameri­ 
can has lieen there for t\ long, long time. It is 
eiuirelv safe to a-s« rt that never before 
has 
a a American gone so thoroughly through 
these gardens.
